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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 18-22 and 28-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Cookson et al (5,463,565). 

Cookson et al, in Figures 2-7, discloses the same reproduction apparatus providing 
reproduction protection, for operating on main data which are conveyed by a data recording 
medium as specified in claims 18-22 and 28-47 of the present invention, the apparatus 
comprising means for detecting medium protection data (e.g. rating); means for detecting 
protection position information (e.g. version); means for generating apparatus protection data 81; 
means for defining a protection level (e.g. Fig. 5C); and means for executing reproduction 



9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 18-22 and 28-47 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
